I’he dead included an A m eri­ 
can woman secretary at (tie em ­ 
bassy and a UjS. Army military 
policem an. Another Am erican 
woman secretary was in critical 
condition. 
Forty-five A m ericans 
were 
hospitalized. In addition to the 
woman secretary, 10 w ere in 
seriou s condition. 
The 
10 
known 
Vietnam ese 
dead included one of two terror­ 
ists 
who 
participated in the 
bombing. The other terrorist 
was shot by a policeman just 
before the bomb went off and 
was in seriou s condition. 
There were 97 Vietnam ese 
known wounded, 19 of them in 
seriou s condition. Several non- 
American foreigners also were 
injured, 
including 
a 
French 
businessm an. 
An em ergency air lift was set 
up to evacuate 
som e of the 
A m erican wounded to the Phil­ 
ippines. 
The mighty blast punched a 
gaping hole in the five-story’ 
concrete em bassy. It shattered 
every window In the building 
and dug an enormous crater in 
the tarred street. 
Flam es 
and 
smoke 
mush­ 
roomed 300 feet into the a ir. The 
death-dealing charge was se ­ 
creted m a French Citroen se ­ 
dan which a terrorist drove onto 
the street. 
The bombing of the em bassy 
was one of the worst terrorist 
blows delivered by the Commu­ 
nist Viet Cong. 
It cam e as no surprise. The 
em bassy has been the target of 
several 
Communist terrorist 
attacks. It had been considered 
a prim e goal of the Reds since 
UJ5. air strik es began against 
Communist North Viet Nam. 
The 
im m ediate speculation 
here was that the United States 
would answ er the attack with 
m assive new retaliation against 
North Viet Nam , possibly an air 
raid on Hanoi, the capital. 
Vietnam ese soldiers and gov­ 
ernment officials were accost­ 
ing 
A m ericans 
and 
saying, 
"Now you have no choice, now 
you have to bomb Hanoi.” 
Twenty-four South Vietnam- 
ese fighter-bom bers bombed a 
North Vietnam ese air base near 
Doug Hoi early this afternoon, 
but a U.S. spokesman said the 
raid was not indirect retaliation 


for the bombing of the em bassy. 
Ten American planes accom ­ 
panied the V letnam esealrcraft, 
attacking antiaircraft installa­ 
tions and carrying out photo 
reconnaissance. 
None of the attacking planes 
was reported hit or shot down. 
A Vietnamese spokesm an said 
the raid was ’’very su ccessfu l” 
and that the pilots reported 90 
per cent of their targets were 
destroyed. 
The spokesman said Dong Hoi 
lias an 1,800-yard runway and a 
gasoline storage depot. It is 
about 75 m iles north of the 17th 
Parallel, 
the border between 
North and South Viet Nam . 
There was no im m ediate com­ 
ment from President Johnson or 
from Ambassador Maxwell Tay­ 
lor, who was in Washington re­ 
porting to the President on the 
intensifying UJ>. m ilitary effort 
against the C om m unists. 
About 150 em bassy personnel 
and visitors were in the em bas­ 
sy building when the large black 
sedan turned into a street along­ 
side just before 10:55a.m . 
Most of those at the scene 
w ere killed or disabled, but a 
reconstruction of the attack in­ 
dicated: 
The car stopped and a Viet­ 
nam ese policeman ordered the 
driver to move on. The driver 
said he had engine trouble. 
A m otorcycle pulled up, the 
driver leaped from the car onto 
the seat behind the cy clist and 
they started off. The policeman 
fired at the terrorists and was 
killed as they fired back. 


Another policem an wounded 
the m otorcycle driver, dropping 
him to the street. Just then the 
bomb 
exploded 
with a 
roar 
heard for m iles. The other ter­ 
rorist and several policem en 
w ere killed in the blast. 
Everyone 
in the n e a r b y 
ground-floor consular section of 
the emliassy was wounded to 
som e degree. 
Deputy Am bassador U .A lexis 
Johnson was at his desk in his 
fifth-floor office when the win­ 
dows shattered. S liv er s of g lass 
cut his face. His office furniture 
was overturned. 
Johnson ignored his injuries 
until he had supervised handling 
of tlie dead and dispatch of the 
wounded to hospitals. 
One secretary w as carried out 
with a UJi. Army jacket thrown 
a cro ss her face and 
deeply 
gashed body. Another had deep 
wounds in the ch est. At least 30 
other women 
suffered facial 
wounds. 


Richard R obertson,a security 
official, 
carried h is wounded 
wife from the building. 
Another 
em bassy 
official, 
Richard Cleveland of Wayne, 
Pa., said everyone in the office 
of Robert M iller, deputy chief of 
the em bassy’s political section, 
appeared injured. M iller was 
cut al»out the face and l>ody. 
Am erican servicem en ran to 
the scene from blocks away and 
dashed into the building to help 
the injured. 
" F o r a few m om ents, hell and 
devil appeared on the street,” 
said Army Sgt. L yle Goodwin 
from Pekin, HI. He was walking 
toward the em bassy, 50 yards 
away, when the blast hit, knock­ 
ing him down. He stumbled to­ 
ward the em bassy, falling over 
the bodies of two policem en. 
A 
V i e t n a m e s e restau­ 
rant a cro ss the street was de­ 
m olished, 
and 
the 
wooden 
rooms above it crum bled. Good­ 
win said he looked in the restau­ 
rant and saw “ about 17 people, 
most of them dead.” He heard 
a wounded V ietnam ese woman 
calling from above for help and 
helped her 
down the broken 
stairway. 
At the em bassy Goodwin met 
Army Capt. Don Elledge of Ma- 
bank, Tex., and the two joined 
the growing corps of rescuers in 
assistin g se c reta ries and other 
injured out of the debris-littered 
building. 
Firem en poured foam on the 
hulks of about a dozen cars set 
afire by the blast. Work crew s 
picked 
up 
debris 
from the 
street. 
The last major terrorist at­ 
tack on an A m erican installa­ 
tion in Saigon was the C hrist­ 
mas Eve bombing of the Brink 
Hotel, the major UjS. officers’ 
billet m the cap ital. Two A m eri­ 
cans were killed and 81 A m eri­ 
cans and V ietnam ese were in­ 
jured. 
A U.S. m ilitary billet at yui 
Nhon was bombed on Feb. 10, 
and 23 A m ericans died. 
Last 
Saturday, 
Communist 
frogmen blasted holes in the 
side of an A m erican LST in Da 
Nang harbor, injuring a Japa­ 
nese crewm an. 


Among ea rlier attem pts on 
the em bassy was one in which a 
grenade concealed in a loaf of 
bread was thrown at the build­ 
ing. It failed to go off. 
Ten 
days 
ago, police an­ 
nounced they had foiled a plot to 
bomb the em bassy . They found 
35 pounds of plastic explosives 


by 
hidden 
in a Saigon house 
Communist terrorists. 
The sidewalk in front of the 
em bassy Is cordoned off with 
an apron of barbed w ire. Viet­ 
nam ese police are always on 
duty outside the bronze gate and 
Marine guards are inside. 
Red China’s New China News 
Agency reported the em bassy 
bombing without comment to­ 
day. 


U.S. 
Em bassy 
spokesman 
Barry Zorthian said the embas­ 
sy had many reports in recent 
months that the Viet Cong in­ 
tended to attack it. He sa id U jj. 
security m easures had been in­ 
creased and that police activity 
around the em bassy also had 
been increased.

The tradition of open range in 
M issouri barely survived action 
of the House Agriculture Com­ 
m ittee Monday night. 
By a 17-19 vote, the com m it­ 
tee rejected a bill to abolish 
open range. The m easure was 
sponsored 
by 
the com m ittee 
chairm an, Rep. C. B . Jam es, 
D-l)unklin County. 
A 
handful of opponents a;>- 
peared before the com m ittee. 
Som e, 
who 
identified 
them­ 
selv es a s Ozark farm ers, said 
they could not afford the fences 
required by closed range. 
The token opposition was a 
marked contrast to hearings in 
past y ea rs when scores of open 
range advocates jammed le g is­ 
lative 
cham bers. Range now 
survives in parts of seven coun­ 
tie s. 
Abolition of open range was 
supported 
by officials of the 
Conservation 
C om m ission, 
Park Board and Highway P atrol. 
They 
testified 
that livestock 
running loose on the range,hin­ 
ders development of game ani­ 
m als and presents a hazard to 
m otorists. 
The House Insurance Commit­ 
tee killed a bill prohibiting sale 
of insurance 
in vending ma­ 
chines. 
Sponsors argued the m easure 
would prevent 
persons from 
buying large amounts of flight 
insurance, then planting a bomb 
aboard a plane to collect. 
Meanwhile, a Senate com m it­ 
tee approved a bill to perm it 
reso rts to sell liquor b\ the 
drink. 
According to testim ony at an 
ea rlier hearing, the bill would 
affect prim arily resorts at the 


Lake of the Ozarks which qual­ 
ify under the 60-room minimum 
written into the m easure. 
A lso approved w ere b ills to: 
Make window-peeping a m is­ 
demeanor. 
Require a trial transcript be 
furnished to an Indigent defend­ 
ant in a crim inal ca se. 
Perm it crim inal prosecution 
in a county where an elem ent 
of the offense occured. 
Heard but not acted upon was 
a measure to outlaw the sale of 
soil conditioners which contain 
substances harmful to crops or 
have no practical value. 
A 
first round of testim ony 
was received by a Senate com ­ 
m ittee considering a bill to set 
up a state department of labor 
and industrial relations. 
The measure was reom m end- 
ed by the “ L ittle Hoover” Com­ 
m ission. 


Appearing in opposition were 
spokesmen for the state Cham­ 
ber of Commerce and A ssociat­ 
ed Industries of M issouri. 
Sen. John E . Downs, D4»t. Jo­ 
seph, sponsoring the b ill, was 
u n a b le to attend the hear­ 
ing. The com m ittee will wait un­ 
til he testifies before acting on 
the m easure. 


Sen. Albert M. Spradling, D- 
Cape Girardeau, said Monday 
night his com m ittee on crim inal 
jurisprudence is expectedtoact 
on public accom m odations b ills 
next week.

$125.00, averaging $78.00 per 
month. The average high school 
teacher received $92.00, while

There 
appeared to be only 4 two-room

with a 
heavy indebtedness, and it is 
worth every penny of it. 
The m em bers of your Board 
of Education are 
your front 
m en, your elected representa­ 
tiv es prim arily responsible for 
tills progress. They have more 
o r le s s a thankless, payless 
position, and often criticised . 
It behooves us to lend our sup­ 
port to 
their efforts toward 
further progress, and it seem s 
the least the voters could do 
would l>e to support the candi­ 
date of your choice on T ues­ 
day, the 6th day of April, 1965.

PESTICIDE RESEARCH 
Until the publication of Silent Spring by the fiite 
Rachel Carson, the public was only dimly aware 
of the toxicity of pesticides and the danger these 
poisons held for mankind. What has not been 
clarified is whether the hazard is sufficiently 
great to demand a cutback in the use of certain 
pesticides. 
The U. S. Public Health Service hopes to de­ 
termine 
possible relationships between long­ 
term health effects and the use of pesticides 
in a study that will be under way by the end of 
March. The five-year study of w hether pesticides 
are making people sick or shortening their 
lives will center 
on areas of California, 
Colorado, Florida, Hawaii, Louisiana, Michi­ 
gan, New Jersey, Texas, and Washington State. 
The case for stricter government controls over 
the production and use of pesticides was given 
dramatic emphasis a year ago when the U. S. 
Public Health Service found that one powerful 
pesticide, endrin, had been responsible for the 
death of millions of fish in the lower M ississip­ 
pi basin. No controls were placed on the use of 
endrin, however, because it could not be de­ 
termined whether the fish-kill stemmed from 
pollution released by a pesticide plant or from 
runoff 
from 
crop 
fields 
treated with the 
substance. 
Synthetic pesticidal chemicals are almost like 
radioactivity in their resistance to decay and 
in their pervasiveness. Pesticide residue re ­ 
cently was found in penguins and crab-eater 
seals in Antarctica — thousands of miles 
from land areas where pesticides are used in 
quantity. Yet it is difficult to establish reason­ 
able and intelligent controls until scientists can 
better determine pesticide levels in the environ­ 
ment, and associate these with human health.

Justice Hugo Black, one-time 
Klansman, ruled on 102 such 
cases. 
Without exception he 
ruled In favor of the arguments 
advanced by the Communists' 
lawyers. 
Justice Douglas ruled on 100 
cases, in 97 of them he ruled 
in favor of the arguments pres­ 
ented by the Communist Party's 
lawyers. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren 
has helped to decide 65 cases 
directly involving the Commu­ 
nist Party, in 62 of them he 
ruled in favor of the arguments 
advanced by the Communists' 
lawyers. 
Justice Brennan participated 
in 51 such cases. In 49 of them-— 
he ruled in favor of the argu­ 
ments presented by the Com­ 
munist Party's lawyers.

Individual returns are made 
available to government gum­ 
shoes for the most frivolous of 
reasons. With a 
minimum of 
ceremony, snoopers from a long 
list of federal, state, and local 
agencies can pry into almost 
anyone's financial secretsat the 
Internal Revenue office. 
Hit* authorized list runs from 
A (AgricultureDepartment)toV 
(Veterans Administration). It 
includes such assorted Federal 
agencies as the Civil Service 
Commission, 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission, 
Health, Educa­ 
tion, and Welfare Department, 
Housing and 
Home 
Finance 
Agency, Interstate Commerce 
Commission, 
Labor Dejurt- 
ment, Securities and Exchange 
Commission, Small Business 
Administration, Social Security

In St. Louis and larger cities 
the government is setting up 
jobs and youth centers to keep 
these kids off the streets and 
to keep them out of trouble. 
So may we say that some day 
there won’t be any delinquents.

COMMITTED TO ACT 
ON LIBRARY BILL 
In various p arts of thu state 
today, many library districts 
are em broiled in controversy 
over location, financing, etc. 
At Columbia, 
In particular 
the library has been squabbling 
with other d istricts making up 
the Daniel Boone Regional sys­ 
tem with the prim ary source of 
contention apparently centered 
on money m atters. 
Under House Bill 582 much of 
this bickering could conceivably 
be a thing of the past If the 
m easure 
Is approved by the 
General Assembly. The m eas­ 
ure. co-authored by Reps. Earl 
Bollinger of Madison County and 
C arl 
Niewoehner 
of 
Boone 
County, currently is lodged In 
the Committee on Licensing and 
M iscellany. It is expected to 
come up for hearings before 
the E aster recess. 
' Basically, this bill resem bles' 
the junior college district bill 
whereby counties can combine 
to form junior college districts, 
pooling 
their monetary 
re­ 
sources and effecting a more 
econom ical education system . 
The library bill in essence 
does the same thing. State Li­ 
brarian C harles O’Halloran put 
it this way; “ What we are aim­ 
ing at is to establish 
means 
where a library can serve 
a 
“ natural»» area. L ibrary facil­ 
ities would be available to the 
entire area through centralized 
location, book mobiles, branch 
lib ra rie s, etc.»* 
Under provisions of the bill, 
residents of a region would be 
able to vote on whether they 
wanted to create a district to 
serve the entire area. 
“ Under e x i s t i n g M issouri 
law,»» O 'Halloran said, 
“ the 
county library district is the 
largest library set-up allowed. 
The law doesn't recognize ? 
m ulti-county 
district. 
Now, 
several counties can combine 
under a contractural arrange­ 
ment and divide their resources 
for a d istric t library.»» 
However, at present, counties 
m ust levy individual taxes for 
library 
facilities and if they 
want to contract with another 
county o r several counties the 
money available, for the main, 
is the amount of revenue each 
county, 
by itself, is able to 
raise . 
Through features of this bill, 
however, such counties banding 
together to form a legally con­ 
stituted libr&ry ‘d istrict would 
be 
able to levy a tax which 
would be uniform over the en­ 
tire district. 
0»Halloran also points out that 
the federal government is very 
receptive to such legislation and 
there is a possibility of in­ 
creased federal aid to Mis­ 
so u ri lib raries forming such 
d istric ts. 
NEW ATTEMPT MADE 
ON SCHOOL BUS BILL 
The seem ingly never- ending 
concern over giving state aid 
to parochial and private schools 
is hack in the headlines 
and 
probably will give m em bers of 
the General Assembly another 
headache. 
Rep. Joseph W. Beckerle, a 
Dem ocrat from St. Louis, and 
him self a Roman Catholic par­ 
ent 
with children 
attending 
parochial schools, has offered 
one of the latest proposals to 
provide transportation for kids 
attending 
both private 
and 
church schools. 
However, Beckerle holds little 
hope for passage of the bill in 
this session and apparently is 
counting on reapportionm ent, 
with a gain In House m em bers 
from m etropolitan areas, for 
the needed support 
for ap­ 
proval. 
“ It's a good bill so far as 
what they (proponents) are try­ 
ing to accom plish,'* Beckerle 
said. 
“ The sole purpose and 
idea behind the bill is the safety 
factor.»* 
Beckerle noted that many chil­ 
dren who attend parochial and/ 
o r private schools must walk 
along highways and often are 
passed by busses carrying loads 
of public school youngsters. 
Opponents of such legislation 
decry the attem pt at gaining 
state aid for private and paro-

Paint For 
Baseboards, 
Rad iators 


If you are planning a painting 
project 
in 
your home soon, 
here*.s an important tip to re­ 
member: An oil base paint is 
better for use on radiators and 
baseboard 
heat distributors 
than paint with high metallic 
content. 
According to tin* 
Plumbing. 
Heating-Cool ing 
Information 
Bureau, the kind of paint applied 
to heat distributors definitely 
affect output. Metallic |>alnt re­ 
duces it by 10 percent or more, 
because its aluminum or bronze 
particles act as reflectors to 
retard the flow of heat in the 
same manner as Insulation in 
the wall s of a home. 
The Bureau points out that 
it makes no differenc e if an 
undercoat of paint is metallic 
-•it is the final or outside coat 
that is the determ ining file tor. 
Also, contrary to what many 
people believe, the color of the 
paint used makes no appreciable 
difference, 
since the output 
variation from c olor to color is 
slight. 
The efficiency of a radiator 
can be increased even further 
by placing a sheet of reflecting 
metal behind it (not in contact, 
however). This does two things: 
it 
retards the flow of heat 
from the radiator to the wall, 
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and thus reflects an increasing 
amount of available heat Into 
the room. 
Some people think that no paint 
at all except for the factory*« 
prim e coat is the best policy 
for heat distributors, but the 
fact Is that oil base (taints of 
any color are no hindrance to 
heating efficiency. 
So whatever color you choose 
for the walls, you can (taint the

84. Recommendation: 
That the General Assembly au­ 
thorise a comprehensive study 
of Missouri's tax structure to 
determine tax burdens, tax in­ 
cidence, aggregate revenues, 
methods of Improving the ef­ 
ficiency 
and equity of Mis­ 
souri's entire tax system, and 
such other tax problems as the 
General Assembly may direct. 
There are no comprehensive 
reports adequately describing 
M issouri's entire tax structure 
available ¡is consolidated ref­ 
erences. 
Information 
about 
M issouri's taxes is available in 
fragments located within the 
files and reports of many state 
agencies. This piecemeal col­ 
lection of tax Information makes 
the reliability of the data doubt­ 
ful. The Commission has con­ 
cluded that a complete study of 
M issouri's tax structure is nec­ 
essary to draw the fragmented 
information together In an ef­ 
fort to accurately determine 
Missouri’s ability to sustain 
governmental programs at all 
levels. 
While 
business and 
political 
organizations 
have 
made efforts to conduct such a 
tax study, no reports on these 
efforts could be found. 
The Commission has collected 
some facts that may help direct 
the proposed study into known 
problem areas. These facts are 
presented as guidelines and not 
as delimitations. 
Income 
Tax— Missouri has 
recently negotiated agreements 
with the federal government to 
exchange Income tax data. Such 
an exchange would be facilitated 
if Missouri were to redesign 
her income tax return to agree 
with the federal return. A great­ 
er compatability between fed­ 
eral and state Income tax re­ 
turns is possible if Missouri's 
exemptions, exclusions and de­ 
ductions are identical with those 
allowed by the federal govern­ 
ment. 
While 
such 
a change 
sounds simple, it would reduce 
M issouri's total revenue from 
income tax unless the tax rates 
were altered at the same time. 
A few states have applied a sin­ 
gle tax rate as a percentage of 
the federal income tax liability. 
This is a simple solution, how­ 
ever, this procedure makes the 
state Income tax revenue de­ 
pendent upon a 
federal tax. 
There are some questions about 
the constitutionality of the pro­ 
cedure. 
These proposals for modifying 
t 
M issouri's income tax requires 
L. r ar eful study bator a -a. concrete 
proposal is offered. Missouri’s 
income tax deserves some sim­ 
plification. 
The 
Commission 
has found that 14 of the 36 states 
collecting 
individual 
income 
taxes now use the federal tax 
base. In these states taxpayers 
typically modify their federal 
adjusted gross incomes by (1) 
subtracting interest on federal 
securities and other nontax- 
able Income, (2) adding interest 
from obligations of other states 
and political subdivisions, and 
by (3) adding state income taxes 
deducted in figuring the federal 
adjusted gross Income. Sixteen 
states allow the same exemption 
for dependents as allowed by the 
federal government; 12 states' 
exemptions for single taxpay­ 
ers, m arried taxpayers, 
and 
dependents are identical to fed­ 
eral exemptions; and 10 states 
allow exemptions for age and 
blindness that are identical to 
federal allowances. The trend 
is definitely toward state in­ 
come tax structures that are 
more compatible with the fed­ 
eral system. 
Recent studies show the In­ 
cidence of Missouri’s income 
tax as follows* 
38% of M issouri's families 
pay from $0 to $15; 
30% of Missouri’s families 
pay from $15 to $55; 
22% of Missouri’s families 
pay from $55 to $135; and half 
of Missouri’s families paid $30 
or less. 
Property Taxes — The State 
Tax Commission has provided 
assessors with a very com­ 
plete manual of instructions and 
procedures. The 
state Tax 
Commission 
holds 
regular 
training for all 
assessors. 
However, there still seems to 
be a wide disparity between 
assessments 
among counties 
and among individual property 


parcels. 
The bulk of tax revenues iW 
rlved from personal and real 
property bases in Missouri re­ 
main with local governmental 
agencies. In 1061 total property 
tax 
revenues in 
Missouri 
amounted 
to $7,085 
million. 
Locally assessed real and per­ 
sonal properties yielded $7,132 
million. A 1061 sample of all 
M i s s o u r i 
r e a l properties 
showed that assessed values 
were 25.8% of sales prices. 
M issouri’s 
overall effective 
property tax rate in 1060 was 
1.1%. In 1962 the total tax 
revenues of both state and local 
governments was $800 million- 
-$344 million from property 
taxes and $465 million from 
other sources -- ami property 
taxes yielded 42.5% of the total 
tax Income.

The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by tax­ 
payers. 
W — When I figure iny divi­ 
dend credit, do I use the total 
amount of dividends 1 receive 
or the amount in excess of the 
$100 exclusion? 
A — The amount of dividends 
you exclude from income should 
should 
not 
be included with 
the 
total 
used 
for dividend 
credit purposes. 
The dividend exclusion pro- 
vision for 1964 has been doubled 
from $50 to $100. This means 
that the first $100 of your divi­ 
dends should not be included 
when you calculate your divi- 
dend credit. Remember that the 
dividend credit has been re­ 
duced to 2 per cent for divi­ 
dends received in 1964. 
y — I find that I still owe 
about $100 in taxes. Can I send 
a check for $25 when I file 
my return and take* care of the 
balance later? 
A — No. Any tax due must 
be paid when the return is filed. 
To avoid this situation in the 
future, either increase your 
withholding or make up the dif­ 
ference between what is with­ 
held and what you owe through 
payments of estimated tax. 
W— Looking over my tax 
instructions, I notice that long 
term gains are taxed at a lower 
rate than short term gains.

A— You can if you meet cer­ 
tain conditions. First, you must 
be unmarried or legally sep­ 
arated on the last day of the tax 
yea . Second, you must furnish 
over half the cost of maintaining 
your mother’s household for the 
entire year. Third, your mother 
also must qualify as a dependent 
(other than through a multiple 
support agreement.)Check your 
instructions to see whether you 
meet these conditions. If you do, 
it will be to vour advantage to 
file as head of household. 
y — I send my two sons to 
parochial school. Can I deduct 
their tuition costs? How about 
books and transportation? 
A— No, these costs are not 
deductible.

situation you describe. 
Your 
own educational costs, however, 
may be deducted if primarily 
for maintaining or improving 
the skills required in your em­ 
ployment or other trade or busi­ 
ness, or for meeting the re­

employer or law or regulations 
as a condition to keeping your 
salary, status, or employment. 
y — I made a contribution to 
a political party last year. Can 
I deduct it? I paid by check. 
A— No. Contributions to a 
political organization are not 
deductible. 
y — I a in in the process of 
moving. However, my return is 
all ready to be mailed. Should I 
put my present address on it or 
my new one? 
A— Use your new address, 
and put it in the name and ad­ 
dress blank. Uy using your new 
address, it will eliminate any 
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possibility that a refund, If you 
have one due, will be delayed. 
« will also facilitate other cor­ 
respondence and contacts. Also 
enter the address used in your 
1963 return in the lines pro­ 
vided. 
y — Does an individual earn­ 
ing less than $600 have to file 
a return? 
A— No. However, if tax was 
withheld from his paycheck, a 
return lias to be filed to obtain 
a refund. 
Q— My husband and I have 
•separated. I don’t know where 
he is or anything about him. I 
have my own W-2. Should I go 
ahead and file a separate re­ 
turn? 
A— Yes, file a separate re­ 
turn until you get your marital 
status cleared up. 
W— I find I need a copy of 
Schedule D to file with my 1040. 
Where can I get one? 
A— These are available at 
Internal Revenue Service of­ 
fices. You also may find the 
form you need at your local 
post office or hank. 
Q— I am a widow. My hus­ 
band died in 1964 leaving me 
to take care of our 16 year old 
son. What do I do about an in­ 
come tax return? 
A— A return must be filed 
for a decedent.

Q — Where can I find 
the 
mailing address of my Dis­ 
trict office? 
A— The address of each 
District Office is listed in the 
1040 instructions. 
Q— Can I deduct the value 
of my services to a church? 
I help out part-time in the 
business office and Pm sure 
they would have to hire some­ 
one if I wasn’t able to work 
with them. 
A— No. You c -nnot deduct 
the value of your services to 
a charitable group. In some 
cases, however, the unreim­ 
bursed expenses you incur in 
rendering 
services

charitable group may be de­ 


ductible. 
Q— I have a revolving credit 
account at one of the local 
stores. How much of the car­ 
rying charges on this account 
are deductible as interest for 
the year?

SAIGON,

Viet 
Nam 
(AP) ■— A terrorist automobile 
loaded with an estimated 250 
pounds of explosives blew up 
alongside the 
Eml*assy to- 
dav, killing at least 12 persons 
and wounding more than 140. 
The dead Included an A m eru 
can woman secretary at the em­ 
bassy and a UjS. Army military 
policeman. Another American 
woman secretary was in critical 
condition. 
Forty-five Americans were 
hospitalized. In addition to the 
woman secretary, 10 were in 
serious condition. 
The 
10 known 
Vietnamese 
dead included one of two te rro r­ 
ists who participated in the 
bombing. The other terrorist 
was shot by a jh>1 iceman just 
before the bomb went off and 
was in serious condition. 
There were 0 7 Vietnamese 
known wounded, 19 of them in 
serious condition. Several non- 
American foreigners also were 
injured, 
including 
a 
French 
businessm an. 
An emergency air lift was set 
up to evacuate some of the 
American wounded to the Phil­ 
ippines. 
The mighty blast punched a 
gaping hole in the five-story 
concrete embassy. It shattered 
every window in the building 
and dug an enormous crater in 
the tarred street. 
Flames 
and 
smoke mush­ 
roomed 300 feet into tb eair. The 
death-dealing charge was se­ 
creted m a French Citroen se­ 
dan which a terrorist drove onto 
the street. 
The I tombing of the emUissy 
was one of the worst terrorist 
blows delivered by the Commu­ 
nist Viet Cong. 
It came as no surprise. The 
embassy has been the target of 
several 
Communist terro rist 
attacks. It had been considered 
a prune goal of the Reds since 
U^». air strikes began against 
Communist North Viet Nam. 
The 
immediate speculation 
here was that the United States 
would answer the attack with 
massive new retaliation against 
North Viet Nam, possibly an air 
raid on Hanoi, the capital. 
Vietnamese soldiers and gov­ 
ernment officials were accost­ 
ing 
Americans 
and saying, 
“ Now you have no choice, now' 
you have to bomb Hanoi.0 
Twenty-four South Vietnam­ 
ese fighter-bombers bombed a 
North Vietnamese air Uise near 
Dong Hoi early this afternoon, 
but a Uj>. spokesman said the 
raid was not in direct retaliation 


for the iHMiihlng of the emUissy. 
Ten American planes accom­ 
panied the Vietnamese a ire raft, 
attacking antiaircraft installa­ 
tions and carrying out photo 
reconnaissance. 
None of the attacking planes 
was reported hit or shot down. 
A Vietnamese spokesman said 
the raid was “ very successful** 
and that tin* pilots reported 90 
per cent of their targets were 
dest royed. 
The spokesman said Dong Hoi 
has an l,t 00-yard runway and a 
gasoline storage depot. It is 
about 75 miles north of the 17th 
Parallel, 
the border between 
North and South Viet Nam. 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from President Johnson or 
from Ambassadoi Maxwell Tay­ 
lor, who was m Washington re­ 
porting to the President on the 
intensifying U J>. military effort 
against the Communists. 
About 150 embassy personnel 
and visitors were in theemlias- 
sy building when the large black 
sedan turned into a street along­ 
side just before 10:55a,m. 
Most of those at the scene 
were killed or disabled, but a 
reconstruction of the attack in­ 
dicated: 
The car stopped and a Viet­ 
namese j*oliceman ordered the 
driver to move on. The driver 
said lie had engine trouble. 
A motorcycle pulled up, the 
driver leaped from the car onto 
the seat behind the cyclist and 
they started off. The policeman 
fired at the te rro rists and was 
killed as they fired back. 


Another policeman wounded 
the motorcycle driver, dropping 
him to the street. Just then the 
bomb 
exploded with a 
roar 
heard for miles. The other ter­ 
rorist and several policemen 
were killed in the blast. 
Everyone in the n e a r b y 
ground-floor consular section of 
the embassy was wounded to 
some degree. 
Deputy Ambassador U.Alexis 
Johnson was at his desk in his 
fifth-floor office when the win­ 
dows shattered. Sliversofglass 
cut his face. His office furniture 
was overturned. 
Johnson ignored his injuries 
until lie had supervised handling 
of the dead and dispatch of the 
wounded to hospitals. 
One secretary was carried out 
with a UJ». Army jacket thrown 
across her face and deeply 
gashed body. Another had deep 
wounds in the chest. At least 30 
other women 
suffered facial 
wounds. 


Richard Robertson,a security 
official, carried Ills wounded 
wife from the building. 
Another 
embassy 
official, 
Richard Cleveland of Wayne, 
Pa., said everyone in tin* office 
of Robert Miller, deputy chief of 
the embassy’s political section, 
appeared injured. Miller was 
cut a|K*ut the fare and l*ody. 
American servicemen ran to 
the scene from blocks away and 
dashed into the building to help 
the injured. 
“ For a few moments, hell and 
devil appeared on the street,** 
said Army Sgt. Lyle Goodwin 
from Pekin, Dl. He was walking 
toward the embassy, 50 yards 
away, when the blast hit, knock­ 
ing him down, lie stumbled to­ 
ward the embassy, falling over 
the bodies of two policemen. 
A 
V i e t n a m e s e restau­ 
rant across the street was de­ 
molished, 
and 
tin* 
wooden 
rooms above it crumbled. Good­ 
win said be looked in the restau­ 
rant and saw ‘‘about 17 people, 
most of them dead.** He heard 
a wounded Vietnamese woman 
calling from alxive for help and 
helped her down the broken 
stairway. 
At the embassy Goodwin met 
Army Capt. Don Elledge of Ma- 
l»ank, Tex., and the two joined 
the growing corps of rescuers in 
assisting secretaries and other 
injured out of the debris-littered 
building. 
Firemen poured foam on the 
hulks of about a dozen cars set 
afire by the blast Work crews 
picked 
up 
debris 
from the 
street. 
The last major terrorist at­ 
tack on an American installa­ 
tion in Saigon was the Christ­ 
mas Eve bombing of the Brink 
Hotel, the major UjS. officers* 
billet in the capital. Two Ameri­ 
cans were killed and 81 Ameri­ 
cans and Vietnamese were in­ 
jured. 
A U-i. military billet at yui 
Nhon was bombed on Feb. 10, 
and 23 Americans died. 
Last 
Saturday, Communist 
frogmen blasted holes in the 
side of an American LST in Da 
Nang harbor, injuring a Japa­ 
nese crewman. 


Among earlier attempts on 
the emlxissy was one in which a 
grenade concealed in a loaf of 
bread was thrown at the build­ 
ing. It failed to go off. 
Ten 
days 
ago, police an­ 
nounced they had foiled a plot to 
bomb the embassy. They found 
35 pounds of plastic explosives 


hidden 
in a Saigon house by 
Communist terro rists. 
The sidewalk in front of the 
embassy is cordoned off with 
an apron of barbed wire. Viet­ 
namese police are always on 
duty outside the bronze gate and 
Marine guards a re inside.

Park Board and Highway Patrol.

mals and presents a hazard to 
motorists. 
The House Insurance Commit­ 
tee killed a bill prohibiting sale

PESTICIDE RESEARCH 
Until the publication of Silent Spring In the late 
Rachel Carson, the public was only dimly aware 
of the toxicity of pesticides and the danger these 
poisons held for mankind. What has not been 
clarified is whether the hazard is sufficiently 
great to demand a cutback in the use of certain 
pesticides. 
The U. S. lYiblic Health Service hopes to de­ 
termine 
possible relationships between long­ 
term health effects and the use of pesticides 
in a study that will be under way by the end of 
March. The five-year study of w hether pesticides 
are making people sick or shortening their 
lives will center 
on areas of California, 
Colorado, Florida, Hawaii, Louisiana, Michi­ 
gan, New Jersey, Texas, and Washington State. 
The case for stricter government controls over 
the production and use of pesticides was given 
dramatic emphasis a year ago when the I . S. 
Public Health Service found that one powerful 
pesticide, endrin, had been responsible for the 
death of millions of fish in the lower M ississip­ 
pi basin. No controls were placed on the use of 
endrin, however, because it could not be de­ 
termined whether the fish-kill stemmed from 
pollution released by a pesticide plant or from 
runoff 
from 
crop 
fields 
treated with the 
substance. 
Synthetic pesticidal chemicals are almost like 
radioactivity in their resistance to decay and 
in their pervasiveness. Pesticide residue re­ 
cently was found in penguins and crab-eater 
seals 
in Antarctica — thousands of miles 
from land areas where pesticides are used in 
quantity. Yet it is difficult to establish reason­ 
able and intelligent controls until scientists can 
better determine pesticide levels in the environ­ 
ment, and associate these with human health.

22 that a strike at the end of the month seemed 
inevitable. 
If a strike comes, it will be partly because of 
the intransigence of the tall, dapper, whitish- 
blonde Bert Powers. One of the army of gov­ 
ernment peacemakers who got to know Powers 
intimately during the strike two years ago de­ 
scribed him as “ honest, clean, democratic — 
and impossible.” 
THERE IS NO DISPOSITION here to discuss 
the merits of the New York dispute. At least 
one top unionist thought that the 1963 strike 
to end all newspaper strikes. The walkout in 
Detroit last year which broke the New York 
record 
for length proved that hope indeed 
vain. 
It's difficult to assess the cost of a news­ 
paper strike. The New York strike took a heavy 
toll in advertising and in circulation. According 
to the Columbia Journalism Review’s thorough 
and well informed analysis of that walkout, it 
has special qualities: “ It set dismal records 
- - more papers closed (eight and a half); most 
individual issues not printed (nearly 700 mil­ 
lion); greatest number of newspaper union 
members not working (nearly 18,000); greatest 
claims 
of financial losses (ranging from $190 
million to more than $300 million).” 
1 he closed papers included the country's 
largest, two others with national reputations, 
and three that were the keystones of major 
national chains. The seven major dailies lost 
500,000 circulation weekdays for the six months 
ended Sept. 30, 1963. This was out of a total 
of nearly 5.4 million copies circulated for the 
like period of 1962. Similar data for the six 
newspapers which printed Sunday editions indi­ 
cated losses totaling 600,000, compared with 
total previous circulation of 7 million. All 
newspapers except the Times and Herald Tribune 
reported advertising losses for the April through 
September period. 
A casualty of the last New York strike was the 
Mirror, the newspaper which then enjoyed the 
second largest circulation in the nation. A strike 
now could cost a city which can ill afford to 
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and 
lose variety of reporting and opinion one 
possibly two additional newspaper deaths. 
SEVEN TELEVISION and 38 radio stations 
inadequately filled the communications gap in 
1962-63. Four interim tabloids and two full- 
sized papers were neither very professional 
nor very helpful to the public. 
Variety reports that most broadcast news 
departments in New York are now ready to 
step up coverage in the event of a strike. 
The new English - language Latin-American 
Times starts publication April 14. These crumbs 
will be quickly devoured, but they will be scant 
sustenance for the news - hungriest city in the 
world.

ers earn their living. 
T h e study of 321 o cc u p a ­ 
tions showed a m edian salary 
range—a t the midway point 
in the high-to-low listing of 
$14,561 a year for physicians 
a t the top of the list to $550 
for newsboys at th e bottom . 
Business m anagers in b a n k ­ 
ing an d finance were second 
a t $12,757 and lawyers are 
high up on the list a t $10,587. 


Direct Relationship 


T he study shows t h a t the 
higher th e educational a t t a i n ­ 
m e n t th e higher the salary. 
B ut th e re were some notable 
exceptions, clergym en for e x ­ 
ample.

"individual from one who con­ 
siders him self as a m em ber of

PESTIC1DL RESKA IU'll 
lint ii the publication of Silent Spring by the late 
Rachel Carson, tin' public was only dimly aware 
of the toxicity of pesticides and the danger these 
poisons held for mankind. What has not been 
clarified is whethei the' hazard is sufficiently 
great to demand a cutback in tho use of certain 
pesticides. 
The' Ii. S. iniblie Health Service hopes to de­ 
termine 
possible relationships In'tweon long­ 
term health effects and the use of pesticides 
in a study that w ill t>e under way by the end of 
March. The five-year study of whether pesticides 
arc' making people* sick or shortening their 
lives will center 
on areas of California, 
Colorado, Florida, Hawaii, Louisiana, Michi­ 
gan, New Jersey, Texas, and Washington State. 
The case for stricter government controls over 
the production and use of pesticides was given 
dramatic emphasis a year ago when the I . S. 
Public Health Service found that one powerful 
pesticide, endrin, had been responsible for the 
death of millions of fish in the lower M ississip­ 
pi basin. No controls were placed on the use of 
endrin, however, because it could not be de­ 
termined whether the fish-kill stemmed from 
pollution released by a pesticide plant or from 
runoff 
from 
crop 
fields 
treated with the 
substance. 
Synthetic pesticidal chemicals are almost like 
radioactivity in their resistance to decay and 
in their pervasiveness. Pesticide residue re­ 
cently was found in penguins and crab-eater 
seals 
in Antarctica 
-- thousands of miles 
from land areas where pesticides are used in 
quantity. Vet it is difficult to establish reason­ 
able and intelligent controls until scientists can 
better determine pesticide levels in the environ­ 
ment, and associate these with human health,

A TOWS, WITHOUT NEWSPAPERS 
The emlBSict*of IU unions \vith.&e\v York City 
newspapers 
expire 
at midnight 
on Tuesday 
(March 30). 
A CITY WITHOUT NEWSPAPERS is well on to 
being a ghost town. The cost to the community is 
incalculable. You might not even know one of 
your friends had died. This is not a grim joke. 
The marathon 114-day strike in New York in 
the winter of 1962-63 was only in its seventh 
day when the Wall Street Journal reported: 
‘‘Funeral directors say attendance at funerals 
is down, and florists are selling fewer funeral 
sprays than usual.” 
Now, only two years later, New York City is 
faced with the same dreary prospect. Con­ 
tracts run out at midnight Tuesday. Bertram 
A. Powers, 
president 
of 
New* York Typo­ 
graphical Union No. 
6, the principal union 
negotiator, told his union members on March 
22 that a strike at the end of the month seemed 
inevitable. 
If a strike comes, it will be partly because of 
the intransigence of the tall, dapper, whitish- 
blonde Bert Powers. One of the army of gov­ 
ernment peacemakers who got to know Powers 
intimately during the strike two years ago de­ 
scribed him as ‘‘honest, clean, democratic — 
and impossible.” 
THERE IS NO DISPOSITION here to discuss 
the merits of the New York dispute. At least 
one top unionist thought that the 1963 strike 
to end all newspaper strikes. The walkout in 
Detroit last year which broke the New York 
record 
for length proved that hope indeed 
vain. 
It’s difficult to a ssess the cost of a news­ 
paper strike. The New York strike took a heavy 
toll in advertising and in circulation. According 
to the Columbia Journalism Review’s thorough 
and well informed analysis of that walkout, it 
has special qualities: ‘‘It set dismal records 
— more papers closed (eight and a half); most 
individual issues not printed (nearly 700 mil­ 
lion); 
greatest number of newspaper union 
members not working (nearly 18,000); greatest 
claim s 
of financial losses (ranging from $190 
million to more than $300 million).” 
The closed papers 
included the country’s 
largest, two others with national reputations, 
and three that were the keystones of major 
national chains. The seven major dailies lost 
500,000 circulation weekdays for the six months 
ended Sept. 30, 1963. This was out of a total 
of nearly 5.4 million copies circulated for the 
like period of 1962. Similar data for the six 
newspapers which printed Sunday editions indi­ 
cated losses totaling 600,000, compared with 
total 
previous circulation of 7 million. All 
newspapers except the Times and Herald Tribune 
reported advertising losses for the April through 
September period. 
A casualty ol the last New York strike was the 
Mirror, the newspaper which then enjoyed the 
second largest circulation in the nation. A strike 
now < ould cost a city which can ill afford to 
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lose variety of reporting and opinion one and 
possibly two additional newspaper deaths. 
SEVEN 
TELEVISION and 38 radio stations 
inadequately filled the communications gap in 
1962-63. Four interim tabloids and two full- 
sized papers were neither very professional 
nor very helpful to the public. 
Variety 
reports that 
most broadcast news 
departments in New York are now ready to 
step up coverage in the event of a strike. 
The new English - language Latin-American 
Times starts publication April 14. These crumbs 
will be quickly devoured, but they will be scant 
sustenance for the news - hungriest city in the 
world.

It is paradoxical that the very 
reason given by most “drop­ 
outs” for leaving school is the 
basic reason why they should 
continue their formal educa­ 
tion. In most cases, they say 
that 
they 
didn’t 
want 
to 
“waste tim e” in school but 
wanted to get out—learn a 
trade—and make big money. 
A recent study by the Labor 
Department 
effectively 
dis­ 
proves this theory. It shows 
how 
the 
nation’s 
approxi­ 
mately 46 million male work­ 
ers earn their living. 
The study of 321 occupa­ 
tions showed a median salary 
range 
at the midway point 
in the high-to-low listing of 
$14,561 a year for physicians 
ai the top of the list to $550 
for newsboys at the bottom. 
Business managers in bank­ 
ing and finance were second 
at $12,757 and lawyers are 
high up on the list at $10,587. 


Direct R e l a t i o n s h i p 
The study shows that the 
higher the educational attain­ 
ment the higher the salary. 
But there were some notable 
exceptions, clergymen for ex­ 
ample. 
Other groups above $10,000 
In addition to doctors and 
dentists, lawyers and judges, 
bank managers, were airplane 
pilots and navigators. 
This 
clearly points out that spe­ 
cialized training is an essen­ 
tial element in building an 
individual’s career 
and being 
a “dropout” is not the way to 
begin. 
However, the cure for “drop­ 
outs” is not simply training 
alone. It is more than that. 
The training, must of neces­ 
sity have a selfish objective, 
that of attaining a job when 
the training has been com- 
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plated—a job for which the 
trainee not only has natural 
aptitudes, but also one which 
he desires and enjoys. 
Individual Challenge 
The problem requires coor­ 
dination, and careful direc­ 
tion. It should not be reduced 
to a statistical “batting-aver- 
_age” in the Labor Department 
files, as trainees placed in po­ 
sitions. It should change ihe 
"individual from one who con­ 
siders himself as a member of 
the “lost battalion” to one 
looking forward to the job 
_wilh a challenge to stretch his 
capabilities, so that he may 
envision his future growth in 
the job, and a niche in so­ 
ciety. 
In addition to providing tile 
means to facilitate hand dex­ 
terity, the trainee should be 
encouraged to exert “m ental 
gymnastics” putting his mind 
to work—to form a positive 
outlook — a 
positive 
break 
from the unemployable com ­ 
plex. 
This realistic approach to 
the “dropout” problem is be­ 
ing faced by many communi­ 
ties today. The National Asso­ 
ciation of Manufacturers’ pro­ 
gram called STEP (Solutions 
to Employment Problems) is 
encouraging 
effective 
solu­ 
tions through private enter­ 
prise self-help and local ac­ 
tion. 
STEP reports on new d i­ 
mensions of vitality, ingenu­ 
ity and sellefficiency, using 
the 
case 
study 
technique. 
Each study is the result of 
exhaustive research on 
the 
scene in order to seek out the 
complete background of the 
problem, identifying various 
categories of the unemployed, 
and giving the details of the 
positive campaign to place the 
“dropout” and other unem ­ 
ployed back into jobs Com

That the General Assembly au­ 
thorize a comprehensive study 
of M issouri's tax structure to 
determ ine tax burdens, tax In­ 
cidence, 
aggregah

so u ri's entire lax system, and 
such other tax problem s as the 
General Assembly may direct. 
There are no comprehensive 
reports adequately describing 
M issouri's entire tax structure 
available as consolidated ref­ 
erences. 
Information 
alxiut 
M issouri's taxes Is available in 
fragments located within the 
files and reports of many state 
agencies. This piecemeal col­ 
lection of tax Information makes 
the reliability of the data doubt­ 
ful. The Commission has con­ 
cluded that a complete study of 
M issouri's tax structure Is nec­ 
essary to draw the fragmented 
Information together In an ef­ 
fort to accurately determine 
M issouri’s ability to sustain 
governmental program s at all 
levels. 
While 
business and 
political 
organizations 
have 
made efforts to conduct such a 
tax study, no reports on these 
efforts could be found. 
The Commission has collected 
some facts that may help direct 
the proposed study into known 
problem areas. These facts are 
presented as guidelines and not 
as delimitations. 
Income 
Tax— M issouri has 
recently negotiated agreem ents 
with the federal government to 
exchange Income tax data. Such 
an exchange would tv facilitated 
if M issouri were to redesign 
her Income tax return to agree 
with the federal return. A great­ 
e r compatablllty between fed­ 
eral and state Income tax re­ 
turns Is possible If M issouri's 
exemptions, exclusions and de­ 
ductions are identical with those 
allowed by the federal govern­ 
ment. 
While 
such 
a change 
sounds simple, It would reduce 
M issouri's total revenue from 
Income tax unless the tax rates 
were altered at the same time. 
A few states have applied a sin­ 
gle tax rate as a percentage of 
the federal Income tax liability. 
This Is a simple solution, how­ 
ever, this procedure makes the 
state Income tax revenue de­ 
pendent upon a 
federal tax. 
There are some questions about 
the constitutionality of the pro­ 
cedure. 
These proposals for modifying 
i 
M issouri's Income tax requires 
I— careful .study before e. concrete 
proposal is offered. M issouri's 
Income tax deserves some sim­ 
plification. 
The 
Commission 
has found that 14 of the 36 states 
collecting 
Individual 
Income 
taxes now use the federal tax 
base. In these states taxpayers 
typically modify their federal 
adjusted gross incomes by (1) 
subtracting Interest on federal 
securities and other nontax- 
able Income, (2) adding interest 
from obligations of other states 
and political subdivisions, and 
by (3) adding state income taxes 
deducted In figuring the federal 
adjusted gross Income. Sixteen 
states allow the same exemption 
for dependents as allowed by the 
federal government; 12 states' 
exemptions for single taxpay­ 
e rs , m arried taxpayers, 
and 
dependents are Identical to fed­ 
era l exemptions; and 10 states 
allow exemptions for age and 
blindness that are identical to 
federal allowances. The trend 
is definitely toward state in­ 
come tax structures that are 
more compatible with the fed­ 
eral system . 
Recent studies show the in­ 
cidence of M issouri's income 
tax as follows; 
38% of M issouri’s fam ilies 
pay from $0 to $15; 
30% of M issouri's families 
pay from $15 to $55; 
22% of M issouri's families 
pay from $55 to $135; and half 
of M issouri’s fam ilies paid $30 
or less. 
Property Taxes — The State 
Tax Commission has provided 
assesso rs with a very com­ 
plete manual of Instructions and 
procedures. The 
State Tax 
Commission 
holds 
regular 
training for all 
assesso rs. 
However, there still seem s to 
be a wide disparity between 
assessm ents 
among counties 
and among Individual property 


parcels. 
The bulk of tax revenues de­ 
rived from personal and real 
property bases In M issouri re­ 
main with local governmental 
agencies.

More earth trem o rs w ere felt 
Monday, but no new casualties 
or damage w ere reported. 
Most of the dead were at El 
Cobre, 80 rniles north of Santi­ 
ago, where the quake burst a 
230-foot-high dam of rock and 
mud and unleashed two million 
tons of rubble on the mining 
village below. Only a handful of 


the 400 inhabitants survived. 
"It was like a gigantic wave, 
m ore than 100 feet high, made 
of sand, mud and w ater," said 
C arlos Munchel, one of the sur­ 
vivors.
